SOMETHING WRONG. 

The Provincial telephone system wound up the | 
year with a deficit. The bad showing is said to 
be due to the statutory requirement that one half 
of one per cent. of the gross earnings have to be | 
turned into the sinking fund to meet capital 
charges. The amount thus subtracted for the year | 
is not quite $116,000. A telephone system operat- | 
ing throughout the Province, including the city of 
Calgary, and without competition, which cannot 
put aside that amount in a vear to meet capital 
investment must be doing business on too narrow 
amargin. Hither the rates must be too low or the 
cost of operating must be disproportionately high. 


Since the war ended the United States has 
whittled down its public debt by the amount of 
$4,800,000,000. The balance, of mere than 21 bil- 
lions, averages about $200 per head of the “popu- 
lation. Canada’s national debt averages about 
#360 per head of population. If .our neighbors | 
have heen complaining about their heavy taxa- 
tion they at least have something substantial to 
show for the paying they have done. Canada, too, 
will have to endorse the King policy of living | 
within its income, and begin to cut down its debt 
as well. if it is to do business in the world on an 
equal footing. ur farmers and manufacturers 
eannot compete with their rivals south of the 
boundary in the years to come if they have to 
earry a far heavier load of interest on the n 
debt.

WHY THE BORROWING? 


Ii transpired in the Legislature on Monday 
that should the Prevince become entitled to a 
share of the Dominion grant toward road im- 
provement the intention is not to ear-mark this 
money for further road construction but to tura 
it into general revenue account and spend it for 
whatever purposes money is required at the time. 
That is a further peculiar feature Of a road- 
making policy already unique. With a revenue of | 
$750,000 per year available for road purposes the 
Government propose to borrow $3,500,000—at an 
ultimate cost to the taxpayers of #6,000,000—in | 
order to spend an average of $750,000 per year for 
the next five vears; and should the roads improv- 
ed and constructed come up to the Dominion 
standard the $1,500,000 thus drawn from the Fed- 
eral treasury is to be spent otherwise than for the 
purpose for which it is granted. The scheme 
Jooks a good deal more like a debt-building policy | 
than a road. building policy. 


MERIT MUST BE RECOGNIZED. | 


The chief grain inspector for Canada told the | 
Grain Inquiry Commission at Winnipeg that the | 
class ‘number one hard’’ might about as well be 
struck out of the Grain Act, because very little | 
wheat is produced which comes up to that stan- 
dard. What there is of it, he said, is grown.in Al- | 
berta and Saskatchewan. That is further sesti- | 
mony, and from high authority, as to the super- | 
jority of Alberta wheat. Should any attempt be 
made to amend the Grain Act in the way suggest 
ed it ought to meet with vigorous opposition on 
the part of the members representing this Prov 
ince at Ottawa, and also from the Saskatchewan 
members. That other provinces cannot grow as 
good wheat as the best that is grown in these two 
provinces is no reason why the Alberta and Sas 
katchewan farmers should be 
the advantage that should come to them. If com-

THE HIGHER TARIFF MENACE. | 


A very carefully planned campaign is being | 
conducted in Bastern Canada at the present time | 
in favor of a higher protective tariff. For some | 
time the Conservative party contented itself with 
the policy of maintaining the present tariff, but 
that has evidently not been enough to satisfy the 
; manufacturers. Agricultute in Canada at the 
| present time is more or less paralyzed by a heavy 
slump in the price of farm products, without a 
corresponding reduction in the price of what the 
farmer has to buy. Consequently, the purchasing 
power of the farmers is very much reduced. This 
in turn has affected the manufacturer, who not 
| being able to find a ready sale for his goods evi- 
} dently thinks that the easiest way to save him- | 
| self is to secure a higher tariff and so increase his! 
price and make the farmer pay more for the} 
things he is compelled to buy. 


} Tt would certainly be a very convenient way 
| for the manufacturer to try to save himself from 
ja loss in business. The farmer must find a market 
|} for his products where he can, and must sell his 
surplus in competition with the world. But the 
manufacturer wants the buying field of agricul- 
turists limited to Canada, ard he thinks they 


| should be limited by law. 


For some years no very strenuous efforts have 
been made for tariff increases, From 1915 to 1921 
there was a keen world demand for all manufac. 
tured products and they sold at high prices. In 
the general election in 1921 most of the manufac- 
turers interested put up a fairly strong fight for 
not regard 
the outlook as too hopeful, which had the effect of 
limiting their efforts to some extent. But from 
the number of circulars that are now being issued 
by the different manufacturing industries of Can- 
ada it is quite evident that there is a real fight on 
now in the interests of higher tariff, and if by any 
chance in the next Dominion election they should 
win, then their one time dream of a tariff as high 
will certainly be realized

The corps was first organized hy 
Henry VIII. at the time of his coro 
nution and acted as his escort at 
the Field of the Cloth of Gold. 
Whereas the almost equally anctent 
regiment of the Yeomen of tha 
Guard consists of veteran non-pro- 
fessional officers; the Gentlemen-at. 
Army, who rank ex-officio as cap- 
tains of the army, are all veteran 
commissioned officers ranging from 
the grade of Captain to that of mu. 
jor general. Arrayed in scarlet and 
gold laced tail coats with gold epau- 
lettes and aiguiliettes, plumed gilt 
helmets and armed not with modern 
ewords but with old Tudor halberdas, 
they present a most picturesque and 
imposing appearance at those court 
and state functions at which the 
Services are alone required. They 
are, In fact, the principal bodyguard 
of the monarch and are all men of 
considerable stature. Tard Dun- 
more as their new commander will 
top them all. For like his splendid 


old father before him he is one of | 


the Anaks of the House of Lords at 
Westminster, standing near six foot 
six inches in his stockinged fect, 
which with the tall helmet of tho 
Gentlemen-at-Arms will bring his 
height up to seven feet. Indeed, 
prior to his accession to the family 
honors, when he was still known as 
Viscount Fincastle, his great stature 
won for him in the army the sobrt 
quet of “Long Fin.” 

Though Lord Dunmore is a sulk 
dier by profession, having formerly 
ccmmanded the 16 Lancers, and de- 
spite his having seen active service 
in the Boer War at the beginning 
of the century, and under Kitchener 
in Egypt and the Sudan, he won his 
Victoria Cross not as a soldier but 
as @ war correspondent for the 
“London Times.” He was doing duty 
as A.D.C. on the staff of the vice. 
roy of India at Calcutta when ths 
Frontier War in India of 1897 broka 
out. He volunteered for active ser- 
vice, and being unable to get to tha 
front as a combatant, went as «a 
war correspondent. During a brush 
with the enemy, he managed to res 
cue a dangerously wounded com 
rade, Lieutenant McLean, whose 
horse had been killed. It was the 
bravest feat of the campaign anil: 
those who witnessed it cannot te 
this day understand how “Long Fin‘ 
managed to escape unhurt, as he and 
the wounded man were literally sur 
rounded by the savage tribesmen. On 
the same day he had no less than 
three horses shot under him. The 
Victoria Cross, as is well-known, is 
only conferred upon military 
naval men for feats of altogethes 
exceptional heroism 
of the enemy. 

Rejoins Army 

When the Great War broke out 
in 1914 he rejoined the army as a 
cavalry commander, winning 
Distinguished Service Order in bat- 
tle and sustaining a severe wound. 
Since then he has gone back to civil 
life once more and is busily engaged 


in the administration of his estates,

Botulinus poisoning is one of the 
forms of food poison which ofter 
end fatally. It is formed by the act- 
ion of bactéria on nitrogenous mat: 
jter. It is found or formed in can 
\ned meat, fish and vegetables, 
Heat will destroy the bacillus but 
jsometimes the poison will remain 
land cannot be detected except by er- 


{pert chemical analysis. This is the 
| real dager from this form of 


} 
| poisoning. 

However, no genera) alarm against 

the use of canned vegetables is to be 
sounded. If the housewife is sani 
ltary in her home canning work and 
wit} take the time and troubie to holl 
canned vegetables, such as beans. 
peas, corn, asparagus and beets for 
|half a hour before serving, the 
{poisoning will be avoided. 
In the acid fruits such as peaches. 
plums, cherries and raspberries, this 
;botulinus poison has practically no 
danger. 

In the commercial products put 
out by large canning companies there 
is rarely any danger owing to the 
extreme care and sanitary conditiors 
under which these products are prr- 
duced. 

There are cases recorded of this 
jfood poisoning, where there was no 
evidence of toxic influence, and 
others where the food was spoiled 
and yet had no poisonous effect. One 
reason for the high death rate from 
this poisoning is that many physi- 
cians are unable to cope with botul- 
ism, even after the symptoms have 
j been diagnosed 

The condition brought about by 
the poisoning is a ¢rue intoxication.

LONDON, March 5—News of the 
deposition of the Caliph of Constas.- 
tinople was received among the In- 
idian Moslems with mingled incredu- 
lity and consternation, according to
